^Sir: I hardly kuow how to reply to 
your letter of the 15th inst. It seems 
to me (hat I am quite plainly on rec- 
ord concerning the financial question 
My letter accepting the nomination to 
the Presidency, when read in 
tion with the message lately sent to 
^ the Congress in extraordinary session 
' appears to me to be very explicit. I 
want a currency that is stable and 
safe in the hands of our people. I will 
not knowingly be implicated in a con- 
dition that will justly make me in the 
least degree answerable to any laborer 
.or farmer in the United States for a 
jf shrinkage. 

IN THE PURCHASING 1'8W EH. 

Of the dollar he has received for a 
^dollar's worth of work, or for a good 
dollar's worth of the product of his 
toil. I not only want our currency 
t • be of such a character that all kinds 
Jd dollars will be of equal purchasing 
plwer at home, but I want it to be of 
£ such a character as will demonstrate 
abroad our 
thus placing 

our credit among the nations of the 
earth. 

1 wa.it our financial conditions and 
the laws relating to our currency so 
safe and reassuring that those who 
have money will spend and iu- 
vest it in business and new enterpris- 
es instead of hoarding it. You can 
not cure fright by calling it foolish 
and unreasonable, and you can not 

"* prevent the frightened man from 
hoarding his money. I want a good, 

* sound and stable money and a condi- 
tion of confidence that will keep it in 



Within the limits of what I have 
written, I am a friend of silver, but I 
believe its proper place in our curren- 
cy can only be fixed by a readjustment 
of our currency legislation and the in- 
auguration of a consistent and com- 
prehensive financial scheme. I think 

such a thing 
Can only be entered upon profitably 
and hopefully after the repeal of the 
law which is charged with all our 
financial woes. In the present state 
of the public mind, this law cannot be 
built upon, nor patched in such away 
as to relieve the situation. 

I am, therefore, opposed to the free 
and unlimited coinage of silver by 
this country alone and independently, 
and I am in favor of the immediate 
and unconditional repeal of the pur- 
a of the so-called Sher-

H Clay King's Last Scheme 

Col. H. Clay King, the murderer of 
David H. Poston, now serving a life 
sentence in the Tennessee penitentiary 

as a punishmeut for his crime, has 
issued an address to the public iu 
which lie makes some sensational 
charges. He alleges that his convic- 
tion was brought about by conspiracy 
between Judge Julius J. Dubois, of 
Shelby county criminal court, and 
relatives of Poston. Dubois, he asserts, 
used every means in his power to se- 
cure conviction in order to placate the 
Postons, who were his political ene- 
mies. King also charges that Mrs. 
Gideon J. Pillow and David H. Pos- 
ton, the murdered man, were crimin- 
ally intimate The publication of the 
article has caused a sensation. King 
wrote It for the purpose of arousing 
public sentiment in his favor, in the 
hope of securing a pardon, but he will 
fail in his object, as Governor Turney 
was a member of the supreme court 
when JKing's death sentence was 
affirmed.

The 
medium grades remain unchanged, 
while common grades are somewhat 
easier. The housing of the burley 
crop has progressed rapidly during the 
week, and considerable tobacco has 
been cut green on account of the few 
recent cool days and slight frost in 
tme parts of the State.

There was much talk about the 
rights of American workingmen dur 
ing the Homestead strike last yea 
and the so-called monopolists wen 
roundly abused for their treatment o 
freeborn citizens. Hugh Boss, one o 
the leaders in the strike and a mem 
ber of the advisory committee which 
set up an independent and revolution- 
ary government in Homestead and re- 
fused to allow the regularly elected 
officers of the town and county to do 
heir duty, recently applied for natur- 
ilization papers. He is a Scotchman 
and a subject of Queen Victoria, and 
ho was such when he was violating 
the laws of the State of Pennsylvania. 
United States District Judge Buffing- 
ton, of Pittsburg, has refused to 
laturalize him, because indictments 
are hanging over him charging him 
with murder, treason and riot in con- 
nection with the Homestead affair.

Well, we built two curving walls 
at an angle of about 70 degrees and 
left the angle open. One of theso 
walls ran over to the shoal of the 
raps . The other was shorter. Inside 
this we began excavating. We used 
dynamito, and in front of the line we 
anchored a big, curiously shaped 
dragwedge dredge. The submarine 
ditch we made extended at right an- 
gles with a line drawn from Fort 
Monroe to the raps and was about 
1,000.. feet in length. There was no 
current there when wo finished, and 
the water was 20 fathoms deep. 

I began to see dimly that we had 
changed tho current and sent it over 
the old course through the big mud 
banks. The flood tide washing in 
from the capes met this current, and 
at one stage of tho tide sont it in a 
circle clear round the raps. 

The mud was finally broken up. 
The water was roilly for over a 
month. During that time we men 
took a rest, but Peran spent most of 
his fixing up an electrical apparatus 
with a galvanometer. He lowered a 
cable — regular telegraph cable it was 
—and connected it with the big iron, 
wedge shaped dredge. Then he fixed 
up about a hundred glass jars into 
an electric battery. 

Jim Biddlo had charge of the 
dredge, and his instructions were to 
go out about half a mile toward the 
capes in a line with the raps every 
day and dredge inward until past the 
schooner. 

It was then Peran began to sit in 
his cabin with his eyes on the gal- 
vanometer. 

All at once there appeared to be a 
great change in the lad. He was ir- 
ritable and would allow no one in 
his cabin. When I asked if he de- 
sired me to go down to the bottom 
and take a look around, his eyes /air- 
ly blazed, and tie looked like a young 
panther alxmt to spring. But all 
once he softened and reached out his

end of our work." 

For the life of me I couldn't say if 
he'd found treasure or not.

raked anything Into the ditch wo had 

made with the dynamito. 

! Then the crew was paid off. They 
thought the whole thing a failure. 
Tho schooner ran into Norfolk. The 
dredge was broken up. The schooner 
was sent back to New Bedford. Pe- 
ran took lodgings in town. He kept 
me on at full wages and sent ff»i 
complete new outfit for two divei 

I By this I knew we were not through 
with the search. We also got a new 
machine for sending down air which 
wo ourselves could control at the 



bottom. Some of these things I don't 
care to talk about, for he made ovei 
all the ideas to me, and I am goinp 
to have them patented. I can give 
up diving then, for I'll be a rich man. 

He Beemed to lie looking all tin- 
time for letters, and at the end of ■ 
month a big envelojie was brought 
by a man who looked the typical Span 
ish don nil over. It was addressed tt; 
"Don Luis de Agundo do Perano. 
duke of Castelonia, care of Louis 
Peran, Hotel Atlanta, Norfolk, Va. 
United States of America." 

The Spanish minister, the samt 
nice old fellow . V) joked so wit! 
Peran, came down from Waahington, 
and the throe went into secret see 
sion. 

Tho result of the "powwow" wn; 
apparent a week later. A Sjianis'.i 
gunboat ran in under tho lee of tht 
capes and caine to anchor. Wo went 
aboard, and I'm blessed if tho who! 
crew, officers and all, didn't turn on! 
to receive us and give us n salute. 
Peran bad a talk with the captain, 
and tho next day tho gunlxiatanchor 
ed right over the spot where oui 
schooner used to lie. Our traps wen 
brought off in a boat, and Peran him- 
self went down to the bottom every

grappling 
irons inside of threo weeks near] 
2.000 bars of gold, each woighin: 
about 50 i>ouuds, besides several iron 
boxes all mud and nearly rusted 
through. One of the Spanish chap, 
told me they wero full of diamond 
and such stuff, but I never saw them. 

It was tho neatest piece of subma- 
rine work I ever saw. Peran took 
me down when he had nearly fin 
ished the job. Tho dredge bad swept 
tho new bottom, where the changed 
current had torn away the mud 
banks as clean as a fine tooth comli 
and raked everything into our ditch 
where it lay snug at the bottom. 
And I'm blessed if that there galvan- 
ometer hadn't rung a bell every time 
the dredge struck a bur of gold, so 
that Peran sitting in his cabin in the 
old schooner had known he had the 
treasure saio enough. There it lay 
at the bottom of our trap to bo 
fished up at leisure and stored away 
in tho hold of' th© gunboat in biy 
steel lioxes. •

In 1478 Mohammed II, in farming 
the siege of Scutari in Albania, cm- 
ployed 14 heavy bombards, the light- 
est of which threw a stono shot ol 
370 pounds weight, two sent shots of 
500 pounds, one of 750 pounds, two 
of 850 pounds, one of 1,200 pounds, 
five of 1,500 and one of the enormous 
weight of 1,(540 pounds, enormous 
even in theso days, for the only guns 
whoso shots exceed the heaviest of 
theso are our 80 -ton guns, throwing 
a 1,700 pound projectile, our 100 ton, 
throwing one of 2,000 pounds, and 
the 110 Win, throwing an 1,800 pound 
shot with a high velocity. 

The stone shot of Mohammed's 
guns varied between 20 and 32 inches 
in diameter, about the height of a din- 
ing table ; 2,534 of them fired on this 
occasion weighing, according to a 
calculation of General Lefroy's, about 
1,000 tons and wore cut out of tho 
solid rock on the spot. Assuming 24 
inches as the average diameter of 
the shot fired at the siege, the total 
area of the surface dressed was near- 
ly 32,000 square feet. At this siege 
the weight of the powder fired is es- 
timated by General Lefroy to have 
been 250 tons. At the siege of Rhodes 
in 1480 Mehamraed caused 16 basilisks 
or double cannon to be cast on the 
spot, throwing balls 2 to 3 feet in di 
ameter.— Chambers' Journal.

As to the last point, I gravely doubt 
whether the view is correct. Even 
the lowest of mankind aro not brutCR. 
They have some notions of right and 
wrong; something of what we cali 
conscience. If you try to restrain 
auch a man from great crimes only by 
fearof lynching, you excite tne brutish 
elements in him, and do not appeal to 
the human elements. He thinks 
himself, that if he gets caught he will 
be lynched, and he simply rages at the 
thought, and really considers himself 
as in such a case the innocent part) 
Besides, he hopes to escape. He feels 
cunning. He thinks maybe some othe 
fellow will be caught and lynched, 
Everybody knows that this does some- 
times happeu, though the parties en 
gaged in lynching naturally cover it 
up after the mistake is ascertained. 
The tempted criminal grins to think 
how some other fellow may be swung 
up while he goes free. Altogether it 
is a form of punishment that does not 
strike terror, certainly not so much at 
many seem to imagine . On the other 
hand, if law is properly administered, 
there is something about it that ap- 
peals to the human in a tempted 
wretch. I was glad to see the Cou 
rier-Journal the other day expressing 
a annular persuasion. The idea ot 
having all the facts searched out and 

fully established, and then having to 
wait for weeks, with a knowledgi 
that at last he will be hung, there is 
really something more terrible about 
this than attaches to the prospect 
lynching. 

But the great trouble is, people say. 
that the laws \ro sometimes inade- 
quate, the punishment provided is not 
severe enough, and, especially, the 
lawyers can manage to have guilty 
men escape if there is any money in 
the casp, Now there is some ground 
for this view. There has been a ten- 
dency, in recent generations, to tone 
down the punishment for the lightest 
offenses, and to sympathize with, or 
pity, a vile criminal as rather unfor- 
tunate than guilty. There is a sort of 
sentimentality abroad in regard to 
criminals, by no means universal, but 
pretty widely diffused. And it can

age to delay a case until public indig- 
nation has subsided, and then, per- 
haps, the guilty man may go free, or 
may encounter only a modified pun- 
ishment. Lawyers are like the 
prophet's fig— the good are very 
good and the bad are very 
bad. Some of the noLlest men 
in the world are judges and lawyers ; 
but those who yield in early life to 
temptations of their calling, do some- 
times become very bad men, and our 
processes of trial, designed to save 
men from hasty condemnation and ex- 
cessive penalties, are not unfrequently 
manipulated in the interest of the 
guilty. What then ? 

Suppose that some horrid crime has 
been committed; aome outrageous 
arson, or murder, or rape. Wheu 
hasty spirits propose lynching, the 
plea is always made that the courts 
cannot be relied on. Now suppose 
that instead of lynching, a public meet- 
ing should be held, in which many 
thoughtful and judicious citizens take 
part. Let the prima facie facta be 
slated in the meeting; let a large com- 
mittee be appointed, representing dif- 
ferent classes of the community, ac- 
cording to the circumstances of tho 
case; and a smaller Executive commit- 
tee ; let the meetiug urge, and the 
committee see to it, that the case shall 
be pushed along without any undue 
delay ; let the lower grade of lawyers 
perceive that public opinion will not 
tolerate any tricks of delay ; let a sec- 
ond meeting be held, if necessary, or 
at any rate let the committee make 
Itself felt, insisting upon promptness 



ight feelings of the community 
would And expression in a way tend- 
ing to speedy results, while yet the 
requisite* 'to civlliwd justice would be 
respected aud observed. 

I have mentioned that the law 
sometimes falls to impose adequate 
penalties. The most offensive of all 
crimes, the one that oftenest occasions 
lynching, is quite differently punished 
in different States. By the help of 
my friend, Judge W. O. Harris, I offer 
the following facts as to the penalty 
of rape in the Southern States — not 
stopping to point out the distinction 
made in some States, according to the 
age of the victim: In Arkansas, 
Florida, Louisiana aud North Caroli- 
na it is punished by death ; in Ala- 
bama, and Kentucky by death, or con- 
he penitentiary for life, in 
the discretion of the (nrv; in Georgia, 
Maryland, Missouri, Tennessee, Texas, 
Virginia and West Yirgiuia by death, 
or confinement in the penitentiary for 
of years, in the discretion ol 
the jury; in Mississippi by confine- 
ment in the penitentiary for life; in 
South Carolina by confinement in the 
less than 

ten years. Now it any think that 
their State the penalty is inadequate 
as I must confess I think in regard to 
1 ot the cases mentioned— let 
sarnestly work with the next 
Legislature. That may do a greai 
deal, and can not do any great harm. 

Besides the general evil of lynching 
upon which I will not enlarge, there 
are two special evils appertaining to 
the practice in our Southern States. 
I write as a Southern man, having 
spent my life successively in Virginia, 
South Carolina and Kentucky. We 
Southern white people are trying to 
deal with the most formidable prob- 
lem that civilized mankind ever had 
to face. Besides a great many ignor- 
ant white people, we have this mightv 
mass of colored people. We must not 
forget that the negroes differ widely 
among themselves, having come from 
different races in Africa, and having 
had very different relations to the 
white people while held in slavery. 
Many of them are greatly superior to 
others in character, but the great mas« 
of them belong to a very low grade of 
humanity. We have to deal with 
them as best we can, while a large 
number of other white people stand off 
at a distance aud scold us, Not a few 
of our fellow citizens at the North feel 
and act very nobly about the matter ; 
but the number is sadly great who do 
nothing and seem to care nothing bin 
to find fault. Now, from the very na- 
ture of the case, most of the crime* 
which among us have been punished 
in this epidemic of lynching have been 
rimes committed by negroes. When 
negro murders a white man, or out- 
igos a white woman or child, it ex 
tes In us a wrath all the greater be 
tuse of race feeling. Every wbitt 
person in the United States would feel 
he same way if placed 
:ircumstances, except some few who 
fancy they ought not to feel so, and 
then persuade themselves that they do 
If a negro brute outrages a white 
maybe a child, it stires in us 
e men a wrath almost intolerable, 
tiere we are with these great and 
frightful difficulties confronting us 
and imperiling civilization. Now, if 
on lynching, and when North- 
wspapers complain, wo merely 
rake up cases of Northern lyuchiugs, 
and defend ourselves by saying: 
"you are another," we tend to repress 
the sympathy of the better class of our 
Northern fellow-citizens. If we 
stop the lynching and administer 
prompt, etem, but real and civilized 
justice, then the people at the North 
will moro and more sympathize with 
our grave difficulties, and in many 
ways will help us as we strive to over- 
me them. 

Besides, there is the public opinion 
of the colored people themselves. 
Some of the educated negroes are 
demagogues, and it would be wonder- 
ful if they were not ; it would be a new 
reason for questioning the unity of the 
human race, if they were so differei 
trom the white tolks. But there is a 
goodly number of intelligent negioes 
who really take sound and wholesome 
views of the situation, 
tinue to tolerate lynching, with black 
the victims in nine cases out ot 
ten, we lead these better negroet to 
think that we are enemies of all their 
If we do not provoke race con- 
flicts, we alienate the better class from 
the the support of justice aud govern- 
ment and civilization. 

Now, then, I appeal to thoughtful 
men wherever the Courier-Journal is 
read, will you not come out and con- 
demn this business of lynching ? Will 
you not openly discourage and oppose 
and stop it? We can stop it. Is not 



I respectfully ask editors of other 
papers to publish some part of this 
article, or to write something about 
the matter. I ask intelligent people 
all over the South to reflect upon the 
subject, to tone up public opinion by 
their conversation. Men and w 
the thing is wrong, and getting wor*e, 
and tending to be ruinous. I prsy 
you thiuk, speak out, act in such waj 
as you deem wisest. 

I will not apologize for publishing 
this respectful appeal. Aa a mlnisti 
of religion, I take no part in the maul- 
pulations of party politics, though 
carefnl to vote at every election, since 
voting is surely one of the highes' 
duties of an American citizen, 
this is in no sense a question of party 
politics. It is a question cf justice, of 
fundamental right, of issential civili 
za/ion, i t human welfare.-Dr. John 
Broadus, in the Courier-Journal.
